Dear Mr. Tatro: 
Your letter of December 10 has been received. 


With regard to your first inquiry, we have no infor- 
mation about the discrepancy which appeared on page 529 of the 
FBI's Dallas report on the assassination of- President Kennedy 
in addition to that set forth in my letter of November 27. 

In response to your question about Lee Harvey Oswald's 
application for Post Office Box 2915 in Dallas, we have conducted 
a search of our records and have been unable to locate information 
establishing that the FBI had access to data on Oswald's applica- 
tion, other than that on the portion of the form listing his name 
as the applicant. At this time, we can locate no documentation 
for the FBI statement, included in Warren Commission Exhibit 
Number 2585, that our investgation revealed that Oswald had not 
indicated on his postal application that others would receive mail 
at that box. We concur with the Commission's finding that it 
is not known whether Oswald's application listed an "A. Hidell" 
as also entitled to receive mail at the box, inasmuch as a 
pertinent portion of the application had since been discarded. |
